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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

Figure 10 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-18 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
The phrase "adapted to" and "capable of should be removed from the recited 
claims in order to render the claims definite. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The recited claims are method claims that do not contain any steps. 

Therefore, method claims 10-18 must be amended in such a way as to comply 
with the current U.S. practice. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

According to MPEP 21 14 an apparatus is what a device is rather than what a 
device does "a claim directed to an apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in 
terms of structure rather than function.., a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus if the 
prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim." 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Choi et 
al. (Frame-Based Dynamic Voltage and Frequency Scaling for a MPEG Decoder, IEEE, 
2002, pages 732-737). 

As to claims 1-5 and 9, the instant application's disclosed prior art teaches a 
motion picture encoding or decoding system, comprising: a processor for encoding or 
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decoding motion pictures formed of a plurality of frames in the unit of frames provided 
with at least one failure avoiding means (pg. 732, abstract and introduction). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Choi 

etal. 

As to claims 6-8, Choi further teaches a second failure avoiding means (pg. 734, 
col. 2, last paragraph).
